O' y OcH'ber 1953, IJOth 
he and his wife called me to inform me that Viere ire indications 
that they are definitely under surveillance . His wife even maintained 
that she was followed by three men who dis' . sed as soon as she turned 
around and started walking toward them, ^..e told me on the telephone 
that these men entered two Volkswagen, ..s it turned out later these 
were two Volkswagen pick-up trucks. 

2. At 1600 hours, on 9 October 1953, CAGNA. posted ir.£ it each end 

of the street in which the two cars were parked, rao :: belonging 

to these trucks talked to many v.ssers-by, lorae of them sti Ing into 
one of the trucks and reappe.iriijj- a few minutes later. Thei. persons 
were questioned by CAOKA's men snd it was determined that they stepped 
into the trucks in order to sign up for a subscription for a book club 
similar to our book-of -the -month club. 

3. At appi*Qxjjn^tely 1800 hours, C:.0iHA*s men ahrested everybody « 
belonging to the two trucks. These men, as was shown by police records, 
had been picked up and questioned previously, .ccording to the inter- 
rogations, two of the men were from Munich, main seat of the book club, 
and the other six were hired as salesmen for the book club tn West Berlin. 
CAGMA stated that although all the pa,,ers were in order, and the men all 
seemed to be innocuous characters trying to earn a few extra Pfennigs, 

he nevertheless would continue checking on tnem.
